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HEAVY FIRES. 


The Most Extensive Destruction 
of Timber Ever Keown iu the 
Sierras. 

The long drouth has been productive 
of very heavy fires and immense tracts 
of country have been burned vver on 
both sides of the summit, but more 
particularly on the west side. A lot 
of people who went there to gather 
fruit set the plum patch on fire and 
the result was the greatest destruction 
of timber, feed and fruit ever seen in 
that section. Two hundred men 


turned out to save Sierra City and Lo- 
gausville from destruction. The west 
side of Sierra Buttes is covered with 
ashes and charred stumps far up 
towards the and the fire is reach- 
ing right out for the timber over a big 
country to the northwest. As seen 
from the ridge road on the Milton di- 
vide it is one of the grandest sigi:ts 
conceivable, but by no means without 
a mournful side. 

It will ruin lots of beautiful trees 
and drive the deer to pastures new, 
but at the same time the woodticks, 
rattlesnakes and spiders will get their 
just deserts. A very large fire was set 

y hunters on Duncan creek, a tribu- 
tary of the middle fark of the Ameri- 
can last month and it jis still smoking. 
They were camped on the ridge and 
set the brush below! on fire to drive 
the deer up tothem. | For the same 
reason dozens of fires are set by In- 
djans and left to take their own course. 

The sheepmen have been roasted so 
much by the press and all the moun- 
tain fires laid to them that they are 
aout the most careful people there are 
in the mountains now. Campers, 
hunters and Indians are setting ten 
fires to their one. 

Passengers who have been over the 
Northern Pacific recenily, report im- 
mense fires in Idaho and Montana. 
The smoke is so thick it is impossible 
ts see a dozen rodsanywhere. The 
telegraph this morning says a snow 
storm has done something to check 
them, but there may be a fresh out- 
break.
